WATER  SUPPLY 


An  adequate  supply  of  v/ater  has  been  maintained  through¬ 
out  the  district.  Bacteriological  analyses  have  been  taken 
and  in  all  cases  the  results  have  been  excellent.  The  samples 
’.Tere  taken  after  chlorination,  which  is  carried  out  as  a 
precautionary  measure  only. 

No  chemical  analysis  was  taken  during  the  year.  Owing 
to  the  extreme  hardness  of  the  water  there  is  no  danger  from 
dissolved  lead. 

Remarks  made  in  previo-us  years  still  apply,  that  the  storage 
capacity  of  the  high  level  tank  is  very  poor  in  view  of  the 
number  of  properties  it  nov/  serves  and  wiiich  are  being  continually 
added  to  its  area.  During  the  year  mains  were  relaid  in  Friars 
Street  and  a  leak  T/hich  occured  in  the  service  reservoir  v/as  sealed. 


SEWERAGE  AID  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


The  effluent  from  the  sewage  works  iias  been  maintained  at  a 
reasonably  good  purity.  Sludge  drying  did  not  present  such  a 
problem  this  year.  Work  on  a  report  on  the  sewers  and  sewage 
works  was  commenced  v/ith  a  view  to  the  Coimcil  considering  a 
programme  of  improvement  works, 

CLEANSING 


This  continued  to  function  satisfactorily  and  a  high  standard 
of  street  cleansing  and  refuse  collection  was  maintained.

To  the  MayoTf  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the 
Sudhury  Borough  Council. 


Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

There  is  little  to  he  added  this  year  that  has  not  already 
been  written  in  the  Annual  Reports  of  the  past  few  years.  Housing 
work  continued  to  take  up  by  far  the  largest  portion  of  ray  time 
and  once  again  I  make  no  apology  for  this  as  I  ain  convinced  that 
the  provision  of  new  homes  for  those  in  miserable  circumstances, 
and  the  improvement  and  maintenance  of  the  homes  in  a  tolerably 
good  condition  is  the  basic  essential  of  environmental  health 
work. 


I’Thilst  it  was  not  possible  to  devote  as  much  time  as  v;as 
necessary  to  other  public  health  vvurks  in  I960,  the  Council's 
decision,  at  the  end  of  the  year,  to  release  me  from  tlie  work 
concerning  housing  maintenance,  will  undoubtedly  allow  more  time 
for  such  matters  as  Pood  Hygiene  and  Factories  and  Shops  Inspection 
etc.  in  the  future.  Favovirable  as  this  decision  may  have  been 
from  a  health  inspection  view  point,  it  was  with  considerable 
personal  reluctance  that  I  handed  over  a  department  that  I  had 
built  up  almost  from  scratch  dxiring  my  first  five  years  of 
service  with  the  Council. 

The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Drainage  and  Health 
Committee  have  continu.ed  to  show  their  interest  in  the  v;ork  of  the 
Itiblic  Health  Department  which  is  much  appreciated.  My  thanks 
are  due  to  staff  colleagues  for  their  continued  co-operation. 

Miss  Bryant  has  continued  to  be  of  great  assistance  both  to 
Dr.  Barclay  and  myself.

Improvement  Grants 

Discretionary  Grants  -  Ten  applications  for  grants  v/ere  approved 
during  the  year.  All  of  these  grants  were  in  respect  of  ovmer 
occupied  properties. 

Standard  Grants  -  ITine  applications  for  grant  were  approved  durirg 
the  year.  Eight  were  in  respect  of  oxmer  occupied  properties, 

Qhservations s -  The  steady  progress  of  cleoring  the  town  slums 

was  continued  during  the  year. 

In  the  period  between  the  submission  of  the  Council’s 
clearance  proposals  in  August  1955  ^^d  the  Jlst  December  I960 
74  properties  were  demolished  and  a  further  58  subject  to 
confirmed  orders  were  vacated  and  awarted  demolition.  Statutory 
action  to  clear  a  further  60  had  already  been  initiated. 
Confirmation  of  the  orders  concerning  these  60  properties  has 
since  been  received. 

The  mjmber  of  properties  actually  demolished  in  I96Q 

was  41* 
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IvlHr  Comments  in  previous  Arxnual  Reports  clearly  indicate 
that  it  is  my  opinion  that  the  housing  tasks  "before  the  Council 
are  substantial  for  a  small  Borough.  The  mmnber  of  unfit 
IDroperties  per  tho’osaiid  popu-lation  is  above  the  national 
average  and,  whilst  there  is  no  cause  for  complacency,  some 
satisfaction  can  be  gained  from  loiaving  that  a  good  start  has 
been  made  in  Slum  Clearance,  If  the  present  rate  of 
progress  is  maintaii:ied,  the  very  worst  of  the  towns  dwellings 
v/ill  have  been  cleared  by  1965*  IThen  this  stage  is  reached 
a  further  review  will  liave  become  necessary  and,  bj^  that  time,  a 
clear  pattern  should  have  emerged  showing  those  currently 
below  standard  that  can  be  made  fit  and  be  modernised  and 
those  that  will  never  provide  a  satisfactory  home  and  must, 
therefore,  be  demolished. 

It  is  urh’ortunate  that  there  are  in  the  tovffi  large  numbers 
of  four  roomed  terz*ace  houses  on  the  border  line  of  the  present 
legal  standard  of  unfitness,  tliat  caimot  readily  be  improved 
because  of  poor  internal  and  external  arrangements  and  must, 
in  the  not  too  distant  future,  be  considered  for  clearance, 

A  problem  equnlly  as  pressing  as  the  clearance  of  unfit  houses 
is  the  modernisation  and  consequent  salvaging  of  many  lacking 
facilities, 

A  detailed  survey  of  the  South  Electoral  ¥ard,  the  oldest 
part  and  approximately  one  third  of  the  town,  revealed  that 
53%  were  without  baths,  62%  were  without  wash  basins,  24%  lacked 
a  deep  sink,  57%  ^lot  have  an  internal  water  closet,  52%  had 
no  hot  water  supply  and  70%  were  without  a  ventilated  foodstore. 

It  will  be  readily  seen  from  these  figures  that  much  remains 
to  be  done  if  every  family  is  to  enjoy  the  true  comforts  of  a 
modern  home  and  when  one  compares  the  number  of  improvement  grant 
applications  made  with  these  figures  it  becomes  obvious  that  a 
new  impetus  must  be  given  to  house  modernisation, 

Yfith  the  clearance  of  seme  of  the  central  sites,  the 
possibilities  of  ftiture  development  being  near  the  town,  rather 
than  at  the  outskirts,  is  advanced.  This  is  all  to  the  good,  as 
not  only  is  derelict  land  reclaimed  and  rateable  valuies  increased, 
but  much  needed  central  accommodation  can  be  provided  for  the 
elderly.  It  is  becoming  evident  as  clearance  proceeds  that  the 
percentage  of  elderly  people  involved  is  steadily  rising  and 
housing  schemes  muat  cater  for  this  trend.

The  total  mimBer  of  animals  inspected  was  somewhat  lower  than 
for  the  previous  5’'ear  due  mainly  to  the  aBsonce  of  a  slaughter  tlirough 
illness  at  one  period  during  the  year. 

T/hilst  the  figures  themselves  are  comparatively  small,  the  fact 
that  only  a  few  animals  are  slaughtered  at  a  time  meant  that  I96 
separate  visits  had  to  Be  made  to  the  slaughterhouses. 

The  Council's  report  on  Slauightoring  facilities  was  prepared 
and  suBmittod  to  the  Minister  of  Agriculture,  fisheries  and  Pood 
during  the  year.  This  report  indicated  that  the  Council  were  of 
the  opinion  that  only  one  of  the  three  existing  slaughterhouses  could 
Be  made  to  comply  v^rith  construction  regulations 5  that  existing  and 
proposed  slaughtering  facilities  vatliin  and  outside  the  district 
would  Be  adequate  for  the  needs  of  Butchers  in  the  tov:n;  and  that 
Becaei-se  of  the  importance  of  the  cattle  market  to  the  tov;n  and  Because 
of  the  desiraBility  of  allowing  Butchers  to  Buy  their  meat  live  and 
have  it  slaughtered  themselves, the  retention  of  one  moderately 
sized  .slaughterhouse  in  the  to¥/n  should  Be  strongly  encouraged. 
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The  following  additional  foodstuffs  were  examined  at  v/holesale 
and  retail  food  shops  and  certificates  given  vdien  they  were 
voluntarily  surrendered.

The  Council  now  own  35  garages,  all  except  one  being 
sited  on  the  two  ma.jor  post  war  estates. 

54  tenancies  vrere  granted  during  the  year,  five  of 
these  being  transfers,  21  of  the  new  tenants  came  from 
slm  clearance  properties.

Several  TTritten  reports  were  made  to  the  Housiiig  Allocations 
Committee  concerning  the  accommodo,tion  occupied  by  applicants  and 
many  verbal  reports  on  such  matters  made  to  the  Committee  when  new 
tenants  were  selected. 
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External  re-painting,  internal  redecorations  follovdng 
vacations  and  all  repair  works,  excliiding  those  concerning 
gas  and  electrical  appliances  and  fittings,  continued  to  he 
ca.rried  out  hy  the  direct  labour  staff. 

In  all  over  900  complaints  were  received  and  dealt  with 
hy  the  direct  labour  staff, 

RODEITT  COITTHOL 


The  Council  continued  the  practise  of  employing  a  part  time 
rodent  operator  who  spends  approximately  50?^  of  his  time  on 
other  duties. 

Although  less  su2rvey  v^ork  is  carried  out  tlaan  when  a  full 
time  operator  was  employed  actual  treatment  work  was  very 
little  reduced.  There  was  no  obvious  rise  in  the  number  of 
complaints  received  and  a  part  time  operator  would  appear  to 
adequately  cope  v/ith  the  work. 

Thirty  business  premises  v/ere  treated,  under  agreement, 
v^hen  found  to  be  infested.  Treatment  charges  were  continued 
at  6/-  per  hour. 

One  sewer  treatment  wa.s  carried  out,  employing  an  extended 
baiting  system  usiiig  acute  poisons.  As  in  the  previous  year 
the  treatment  did  not  cover  the  whole  of  the  sewered  area,  but 
only  those  areas  v;hich  from  past  experience  were  loiown  to  be 
infested.  Results  of  the  treatment  vrere  satisfactory  and 
showed  that  no  increase  in  the  rodent  sewer  population  had 
tpken  place  over  the  last  year, 

CESSPOOLS  AND  NIGHTSOIL 

There  v/ere  no  further  sewer  connections  during  the  year. 

20  isolated  properties  with  cesspool  or  septic  tank  drainage 
remain.  Pail  closets  were  emptied  t-r/ice  a  week  from  eight 
properties  only, 

LISIKFESTATIOIT 

Disinfestation  of  10  premises  was  found  to  be  necessary 
during  the  year  and  spraying  of  the  refuse  tip  was  carried  out 
as  often  as  necessary.  The  Council  agreed  to  arrange  for  the 
destruction  of  wnsps  nests,  but  mo.de  a  standard  charge  of 
lO/-  for  each  nest  destroyed  -  12  nests  were  dealt  with  under 
this  service.
